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SPEECH GE HON. LE WIS , D. CAMPBELL. 

OF OHIO, 

I Delivered at the American Mass Meeting, held in Washington , 
City, February 29^^, 1856, as reported and published in the 
American Organ : 
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Mr. CAi«iPisixi. eutei'ed tKe hall, accompamed by the 
Committee, and was received with enthufciasUc cheers 

1bytheassemi>iyr ■ ' , 

Ho appeared upon the stand, aiad, being presented by 
Hon. John T TowesSj Preaidentof th« tJJeeiing and Mayor 
of the city, said.: 
Mr. Presi4ent and Fellow- Oitvuens ; 
I have this momeqt entered the hall, and do 
not know exactly what joa are doing, or what 
_ you intend to do. In fact, Mr. President^I have 
I been aiMostibr^ed ftom my quiet apartments, 

I a few steps up the' hill, by jroar OoiaiaiSge, after 
I had once declined their invitation, in the early 
part of the e^i^ening.. I feei, therefore, that I 
- am placed. Under embarrascing circumstances. 
If it be your purpose to perpetuate the great 
principles of American Liberty and the XJnion 
of tEe States, in that spirit in which our Eevo- 
Itttionary fathers secured them for ua, then I am 
with you with all my soxil I [Cheers.] 

Befofe I proceed to^ako a speech, it is but 
proper that I eh-ould say that I came here with 
no intention to commit myself to the support of 
or to identify myself with yoi^r proceed, 
inga, farther than to speak my viewa upon Amer- 
ican principles. 

I have always been a Whig. Enlisting under 
the banner of that great party in 1832, when it 
was gallantly borne onward by that lamented 
Atnerican statesmaa, " Harry of the West," I 
did not desert is so long as the organization 
cantinued. B-at It is now conceded that the 
Whig party is dead— that it is " defunct in the 
abstract!" [Laughter and applause.] It was 
aglorious old party, and my eminent friend from 
Kentucky [Mr. Crittenden, who sat on the 
Btand] and I will long cherish our pleasant rec- 
ollections of it in the stirring times of 1840 and 
1844, when, shoulder to shoulder,^ without ref- 
erersce to geographical lines, v/e battled for its 
piinciples, [Applause.] 

Mr. President, all the old parties have been 
iinoeked to pieces. [Cheers.] To use the fa- 
vorite expression of a Western friend, they are 



now in a state of "confmwn confnsikd.^ 
[Laughter and cheers.] Why. sir, where is 
the Democratic party— the party E^s it^^isted 
in the days of General Jackson It ^as been 
reduced to a ni ere association of m€ac^ 'wKps^^ 
only aim appears to be the spoils of viicfeory^f 
[Applauae.Ji. . It no longer exists sis a pfiiiHy of 
iixed principles. "W^re 'President Pieree *o 
send out all his force of marshals and depiat^ 
marshals, to find such a party, eacSh 0510 prow i 
ded with a national search w-aiTaut^iihey 
fail to discover the fugitive 1 [AppiauiJtti:} It, 
too, has departed 1 His marsfisdsVould luate 
to make returns upon their writs aimilttr to thsife/ 
of the Kentucky constable, A K&rdmh Jtghi 
once occurred at a tave^ii on "^fiaj^ Grass 3 " 
One of the combatant broke a whiji^ bottle 
over the head of Ms antagonist. The result was 
a State's warrant. The defendant Sed th'tbugk 
a corn-field, over the creek, into ifiwamp, and 
there climbed a stump. Seating iiiffiself in the 
fork, he drew his " Bowie," and, as the constat, 
ble s^proached ih pursuit, he addressed hiin : 

"$(ow, Mr. Constable, yoas want to to^re ms^ 
aiid I give you fair warning that if you attempt 
to climb this stump, * by the EternaV PE /aie 
youV^ [Laughter and applause.] The con- 
stable, who had beeifeabout the cbnrt-house 
enough, to learn some of the tec^micai terms 
used in returmng writs, went bsUik to the 
Squire's office, and endorsed upon the wafifahts 
"iSToH est inventus I through fieldibuSf aei'oss 
creehim, in swampum, up 3tump-ttm.f nm come- 
aiibus!" [Laughter, and cheers.] So it ia 
with the old Jackson Democratic party — " not> 
comeaiibusP' ^ [Cheers.] 

[At vhis point, a disturbance and rencontre 
took place, in a distant part of the hall. Cries 
of "Put him out! " Sag NwMI " "Put him 
out I " Mr. Campbell, cried at the top of his 
voice, "No I don't put him out I Bring him 
here, and give him a seat on the stand! " Thisf 
created much laughter, and restored oider 
when Mr. Campbell again proceeded.] 
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It h an interesting point, to ohsei've v/tatbaa [ 
caused lliis ciisruptioa oftlie.se greuf partir'a. It ! 
is due to tnith and frajiknesy to say that it v/;;!S [ 
tbat ^' vexed question of Slavery — a quevStion | 
which hus. from the iburdiition of the Govern- 
ment, f!;iven ua, ixs, a ratit'U, very gretit Lroiiule. 
That queation has destroyed the Wliifi^ ps;.tly ; 
it has . split into fragraeuts the Democratic party, 
and i?,o\v threiUena to divide and render power- 
less the xlmerican party. Yes, gentlemen, it is 
the " distinguished genilnn an fr 0711 JJr ica^^— 
[laughter] — who v/aa at an early period dra^fged 
to this favored land of onrs, (to i^hioh he didn't 
belnr.'g,) by the cupidity of . Northcffc- as well as 
of Southern men. — he has done thiy thing 1 It is 
the coloted gentleinan in the fael," or (if I 
may be permitted to express it in vulgar par- 
lance) the " nigger in ike wood ^^^0 has 
given lis all this trouble, [Cheers v'^.nd Is ugh- 
ter.j He ought never to have been put in our 
fuel, and if 'I could have my way, I would take 
him out and send him back to his native home 
in Africa, where he belongs- [Renewed cheer- 
iog.] Ky opinions on this mischievous quea- 
tioii of Slavery are well known here, and every- 
where, where I am known. 1 always have main- 
tained, maintain now, and expect tc contend 
Hereafter, that all tbe powers of the Constitution 
ought to be exercised to prevent its extension, ; 
and that the North should freely accord to the 
slave States, in good faith, alliha^ is giiamuii^d 
to ih&m hj ih?^^, American bond of Union which 
makes ua one people,- and binds us all to a com- 
mon deatiny, [Cheers and applause.] On this 
subject I intend hereafter, as h(*retofbre, to iJiink 
fm m.y&Q\fyiict iov mysj^if, and on proper occa- 
sions speak for myself, as an American m^^ da, 
independent of party drill and party platforms. 
[Cheers.] 

But, sir^ -when this American party was fir?;!; | 
formed, Slavery was regarded as an oiiiside is- 
sfue^ having no legitimate coimection with' the 
reforms which it intended to accomplish. I te- 
gret- that circumstances afterwards occurred 
which have prevented its continuing, to be an 
outside ism-e. That mischievous acc which re- 
pealed the long-acqitlesced-in Missouri Compro- 
mise, and startled the whole country, has forced 
into the American party this disturbing element. 
Yet;, sir, (aaid Mr, Campbell, turning to Mr. 
Crittenden, of the Senate, and Mr. Furyear of 
North Carolina, of the House, who sat imme- 
diately Gn his leit,) such is my confidence in 
the honor and patrioiism of the two (itstinguish- 
ed gentlemen fvom the South on my left,"'^" that 
I believe we could retire to an ante-roora, and, 
although it would be two to one as between 
North and Soui h, fix up a platform in reference 
to th» merits of that act^ upon just- and concil- 
iatory terms, iu ten minutea. [Cheers.] But 
the trouble is, ifc would not stay iixed, [iaugh-

ter,] because, unfortunately, there are ostre-| 
misTs in both sections, v.ho i-:eem determined to 
dii (y the Constitution and jeep Jirdi^e the Uiiion, 
aiid to cisrcpard plighUid fiiith. 

Cut, Mr. President, I pass from this melr^ii. 
choly theme, which it miiy not be proper to dis- 
cuss on an occasion like ihisj to a, brief consid- 
eration of somo. of the more iegitiuJate topics— 
to the principles for which your organization 
was originally formed. 

It is not a,lwai/s ]irofitable to declare "T am 
an American ; " yet 1 venture it, to-night. Whilst 
I make this avowal now, I hold in my hand no 
dark lantern 1 Born upon the soil, and sharing 
in the blessingSj the honors, and comforts, which j 
the valor of our ancestors has secured to us, 
may i not say of my country, ia tb6 language 
of the American poet : 

" I love the« for those hero souls 

Who answered Freedom's call ; 
I love thee for the Liberty 

Thou claim'si and giv'st to all. 
I love lli<;e i'or the §talMart arms 

Ai:d bravfr liearts that stund, 
A stronger gtiurd thati caf-tle wall, ~ 

For thee — my native land! 

It is American Liberty and American Iiasti- 
tutions we seek to perpetuate. This can he 
done only through the purification of the elect- 
ive franchise, and p ballot-box which shall not be 
controlled either by foreign iijfluences or the 
power of any church. \ Prolonged cheeriug.J 
We are chiirgcd with making war upon the 
Catholic religion- -a war witick -is said to sprhig 
from priljudice* That ia untrue, I cei'tainiy 
have no prejudice, (never having been a mem- 
ber of any church.) My partialities run with 
the Protestants, because in youth I was trair..?d 
in that faith,; and in manhood learned, from the 
history of the pa,st, that the Protestant has 
always been. the church of Freedom ! [Cheers.] 
No, sir; we stand, by the' Constitutioa, The 
fathers who made it intended, as we doj to se- 
cure to all men the right to woraibip Almighty 
God according to thedictates of their own eon' 
sciences. To do this effectually, we int.e.ud 
there shall Z>e no union of Churcli mid Siattk 
[Cheers.] , . . ^ ' 

We wiil let the Catholic and iiie Pr&^,eattint 
each have unlimited freedom ; of religion, and 
the uttxeatrained right to adopt and practice any > 
form of worfihip; but we say to ail, you must 
not bring tlie combined^ powisr of your Church, 
especially if it be governed by a head in a foreign 
land, holding no syxnpathy with oui" institutions, 
to control the American ballot-box I [Ghe^U'S. j 

If there be any Catholic in this country, who 
is not satisfied with this sort of religious liberty, 
I tell him the sooner he "packs up his, duds^^ 
and goes back, the better for him ; because Sam 
is after all such persons. [Cheers.] But our , 
Catholic Iriends complain that they are particu- 
larly marked in this movement. If they are, 
who is to blame ? If they are specially looked 
aftet by the Americans, it is because in those 
countries where Papal power prevails there is 
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no genuine UbertHj eitJicr civil or relirjious t 
[Applause.] 

In shaping our politiotil actioii on thin point, 
we must be governed by the M^hXi of the ex- 
perience of the past. If we do not find in onr 
own political history facts enough to justify the 
most vigiUmt scrutiny into the 'Daov.ementa of 
the Jesuits, we need but cast the eye over the 
pai^es of hiEtory, or over old oceaa into Souther n 
E'ircipe, now, for warninjra to us that " the price 
of iihertf is eternal vigilance,'* and th?i.t it can 
do no harm to «fuard ugainst an abuse of the 
poliiical power of the X-*ope of Rome in Ainerica- 
[Applause.] 

Intimately blended with this question is the 
question of freedom to the Bible. How stands 
that point ? We find in many States, cities, and 
towns, an open war on the part of our Catholic 
lellow-citizens against the use of the Bible— that 
profoundeat teacher of wisdom to all men—in 
our schools of learning. They fight these 
battles with a zeal that can originate only in a 
fiinaticism that strikes down the genius of re- 
ligious liberty! Again: You go to Italy. You 
take your passports, under the great seal of the 
Government of the United States of America. 
Yon take your trunk, containing your wearing 
apparel, and a Protestant Bihie — -perhaps an 
old family relic, the last present of a dying 



mother. When you cross the lin? 
power, your passport with the broad iaational 
seal will admit your person knd your shirts, 
your old boots, fie.-, but they will not pass tuct 
fcood old Book you love, if not for its (iantents, 
on account of the associations that ejifcwine it 
with your heart of hearts! Oh, no! the officer 
of Government under the power of. the Pope 
v/ill not tolerate its introduction, and under no 
dreiimstaneea can you ever acquire political 
power there; yet at the same time, under the 
liberality of American law, wc allovc the Church' 
of RoiBie to send here and circulate without re- 
straint its form of the Bible by ship loads, ac- 
companied by thousands and tens of thousands 
of raembers of that Church, with whom we di- 
vide the Bovereign powers of our Government. 

Now, Mr. President, I do not know that this 
'planlcx^in YQuv laX^. platform] (for I have not 
exaraiaed it, and am sick of platforms,) but it 
is in mine. I would have '*Sam," when he gets 
strong enough, (^nd he will grow and strength- 
en daily,) exact of all the nations of the earth 
^ith whom we are in friendly intercourse, equal- 
ity in all things — [cheers]— especially equality 
in all that pertains to religions liberty — 
[cheers] — and the right of Yoiinrj Americn, or 
Old America, to take with him, wheresoev r he 
may rightfully go, any form of the Word of uod 
which suits his religion, whether it be Catholic 
or Protestant. [Prolonged cheering.] 

And again> sir : All men must die."^ Thus 
It is written in Nature's record! In this 
great land of ours, the spirit of Americans se- 
cures to the wayfarer, who is smitten by the fell 
destroyer, Death, without regard to the place of 



his birth or the peculiarities of his religioa,,.the 
freedom of funeral obsequies. How is it iu 
Papal lands with the fallen Protestant Amed* 
can ? Sir, yon are not allowed to consign his 
mortal remains to their resting place in raothet 
earth, wirti as much decent respect as a foreign 
Catholic in America is allowed to bestow on 
The burial of his Nevvfoundland dog. [Cheers.] 
Here, sir, is another plank which my American- 
ism would stick into your platform. I ■'ivould 
have our Government demand-~ay(5, secure — 
the right of respectful funeral ceremonies to the 
American when he dies, from every nation on 
j the face of the footstool of Almighty God with 
whom we havt?, amicable relations. fCheers.j 

Is there anj Catholic or any foreigner in 
America who will' dare say this is an unjust de- 
mand? Sir, our movement, embarassed aa it 
is by internal difficulties, nins^' sstablish, and 
will establishT sooner or later, that which we- 
have never had, because we haye never boldly 
asserted our right to it~an Independent JVa- 
tionality! [Cheers.] Yes, to use the expres" 
sion of Kossuth, we must ba recognised every- 
where as one of ''Hke Peoples " of the earth— 
as an independent Power, acting upon the prin- 
ciple of "equal and exact justice," in Oitr inter- 
course with other nations-masking nothiiig 7/idr« 
than that which we give— accepting nothing 
less! [Cheers.] 

We are charged with a proscription of for. 
eigners, in proposing a reform ih our naturali- 
Eatiou laws, A fe\Y w<)rdsj briefly, bn tha^ 
point. . With the right of suffrage as to thcS 
foreigner who has immigrated, or with his priv- 
ilege to be naturalized iindet' our presebt sys-' 
tem, we do not propose f6 interfere. To those 
who are yet in foreign larids, we give notice, of 
a new rule of law which is to be establifihed. 
That is all. Yv''ho can Justly, complain of this? 
Certainly not the man of foreign birth, now with- 
us. That there is a necessity for a reform in 
this regard, no man can deny. X will not go 
into statistics on an occasion like this, htd I 
have authentic documents to prove that foreign 
Governments, who profess to be on terms of 
frie'iidly intercourse with us, havs long been 
disgorging from their penitentiaries and their 
pest-houses, their felons and paupers, and Fhip- 
ping them to the shores of America! la b'jme 
countries — particularly in Belgium.-^-the 'Legis- 
lature has seriously considered, as a question 
of economy to the Government, whether it would 
not be better to abolish their prison and poor- 
house system, and transport their felons and 
paupers to America ! That Belgium has often 
perpetrated this great international wrong, there 
is 10 doubt. Englandj too, h.«,s sent her felona 
from Botany Bay ! Sir, " Yonng xlmerica '" 
that is to say " Samuel " and his family — have 
de'. ermined to put an end to these tranaactions, 
even though the remedy be that most dire of all 
resorts — the word QV^three liUh leiiers — w-a-e I " 
j Cheers.] 

What do we, in our States, proYi.de in refer* 
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euce to paupers who are naiim-uorn Ameri- 
cans f By statute, which regulates the inter- 
coprae ui the family of counties in either of 
oiir States, it is provided that paupers sent from 
one county to another may bs sent back at the 
expense of the county sending thera. That is 
gimply all we propose, in our intercourse with 
the family of nations. "When they send pau- 
pers to America, wo will ship them back again, 
at the expense of the nation that sends thfira, 
and we will exact " indemnity for the past, and 
security for the future." j Cheers.] 

Why, sir, these paupers and felons become 
sovereigns here under our laws. In Indiana, 
the fundamental law gives them 8uffragei=, in 
one year after they are sent here. Under the 
Kansas-Nebraska act, each cut-throat from a 
foreign penitentiary, and each loathsome dig- 
eased, pauper from the pest-houses of Belgium, 
may be clothed, in an hour after his arrival, 
■with as much power to regulate " doEpestic in- 
stitutions," and shape the ftestinies of those 
great Territories, filLsd by the God of Nature 
with all the elements necessaiy for the increase 
of American power, as either Washington or 
Jefferson t%uld have, were they to arise from 
their graves at Mount Vernon and Monticello, 
and appear at the ballot-box ! This is no fic- 
tion. It is a st«rn reality, and the thought 
naakes one's American blood course quickly 
through: his veins. [Cheera,] 

Whilst you make such laws and submit to 
fsuchi -wrongs, what do you provide in reference 
to our native-horn felons f Let us draw a 
picture in illustration. One of these old bullet- 
riddled soldiers of the American Revolution, 
o? one of the veterans of the war of 1812, is in 
the lobbies of Congress, endeavoring to get a 
bill passed to pay him for supplies he furnished 
our army in "the days that tried men^s souls!" 
He is poverty-stricken, because the Govern- 
ment has withheld from him that which it owes. 
He has^ perchance, a starving family, and is 
too pi-oud to beg. He passes your market space 
st twilight, wending hia way to his desolate 
home, and tempted, or rather driven, by Neces- 
sity — ^that law o£ human nature whicli over- 
rides the provisions of all other laws — ^he steals 
a, horse, in order that he may buy bread. He 
steals one of those old Virginia nags, which 
we see there on market days — blind in both 
eyes, string-halt and spavin — a horse that would 
not bring two dollars and a quarter under the 
hammer I What does your law do with that 
old soldier? It sondis him to your penitentiary, 
and disfranchises him forever \ Should he ever 
afterward appear at the ballot-box, your im- 
ported sovereign-felon from Botany Bay, with 
bauds stained in the blood of hia wife or child, 
having voted, would challenge successfully the 
veteran's vote, on the ground of infamy I 

Now, sir, I appeal to men of all parties— -I 
appeal to the man of foreign birth, who has 
adopted this as the land of his future destiny 
aua I he home of hie cMIdren-— I appeal to all 



men whose political action is in any wise gov- 
erned by the principles of moral right — is not 
the American party correct in its opposition to 
the influx of foreign paupers aod felons? If 
Americans, native and adopted, now here, oaii' 
not rule America, who should rule it? Shall 
we degrade ourselves by submitting tamely our 
heritage of Freedom to influences such as these? 
Never! I say never! [Applause.] It may 
suit the purposes of a venal party to cut off the 
heads of Americans in office, and thus deprive 
them of bread, to make roona for X\\e\x adopted 
fellow-citizens I This system of importations 
from foreign prison cells and pest-houses may 
give " the party '* power. But, mark it I Power 
thus secured will be short-lived. [Applause.] 
If we must have the aid of such a foreign influ- 
ence to carry on our Government, let ne at 
once have a provision of law to send the Amer- 
ican ballot-box into all foreign lands. Let it he 
taken, there, from penitentiary to penitentiary, 
from prison to prison, from ceil to cell, frooj. 
lazar-house to lasiar house, from pest-house to 
pest-house ! Let the inmates decide who shall 
rule America 1 Let them deposite their tickets, 
to neutralize and overcome ours in deciding who 
shall govern the land of our birth, if it must be 
so. But let us, I ask, with a view to the safety 
and well-being of cur own people, and for the 
protection of our firesides, our families, and our 
homes, resist this influx of paupers and felons, 
who bring to us disease, poverty, and death! 
[Applause.] 

God knows we have our own internal troubles ; 
but these are our business — not the business of 
other nations — and we c^n settle them ourselves 
without their interference. We certainly do 
noli seek the help of those who do not come to 
our shores voluntarily, from love of liberty, de- 
termined to maintain our institutions and abide 
by our laws. We wage no war against the 
adopted citizen of foreign biria, if he be truly 
American in heart. But if he seeks to incul- 
cate /om^msws and subvert, our system, or 
engraft upon it principles which he imports 
from other lands adverse to American policy, 
then we say to him, We are against you, and 
we can get along without you, whether your 
name be John hull, PairicJc O'ltaftii^y or 
Hans Heitermpohenberger ! [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. President, some of our own people — na- 
tive-born Americans — threaten to dissolve our 
Union. Now, sir, I regard that as simply ridic- 
ulous. The truth is, ^Hliat thing can.t be did! " 
[Laughter.] At least, sir, I know that my na- 
tive State (Ohio) regards all talk about disso- 
lution as the fruit of imaginations bewildered 
by fanaticism. Why, sir, how would you make 
the division? It has been aaid that the Ohio 
river is to be the dividing line. The honorable 
Senator (Mr. Crittenden) and I will both object 
to that, for many reasons. The gallant Buckeye 
ladT have crossed over that river; they have 
woi^ed, won, wedded, and carried back Ken" 
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tocky'a faireist clau^>-liters. [Applause.] They 
have reared hosts of .young Americans, [ap- 
plause ;] and do you suppose they are ready to 
split and make a division? [Laughter and 
applause.] No I It's not worth while to talk 
about that. Kentucky and Ohio, whatever may 
be their troubles as neighbors, v/ill never con- 
sent to belong to separate Confederacies, and 
thu3 render their people, linked together by the 
strong ties of consanguinity, aliens and foreign- 
ers to meh other! No, never I [Cheers and 
lapplause.] 

I if dissolution is to be our destiny, T trust I 
isball not live to witness the border strifes which 
Imust ensue. 1 never want to see the pure 
waters of the beautiful Ohio reddened with 
American blood shed by American hands I [Ap- 
plause.] I have strong feelin<2^ on this point. 

IiVhen an itifant on the Ohio frontier, without pro- 
ection from the scalping-knife of those s»Tages 
lired by B .'itish gold to massacre, indiscrimi- 
lately, th^ pioneer mother and her children, in 
he war of 1812, joy and gladness were brought 
0 the heart of the mother who watched over 
ay cradle, by the express who returned from 
the scene of hostility with the news, " The Ken- 

Ituckij regiment has arrived ! " Yes, air, when 
Ohio, in her infancy, was aboat to be overcome, 
veuiucky's noblest spirits rallied to the rescue 
if the young sister, and, under the Isad of the 
[allant Harrison, drove back and conquered 
he foe 1 [Applause.] Now that_we have grown 
|trong under our institutions, 1 qfinnot forget 
Ihe history of the past, and contemplate with- 
out emotion the idea that those two States 
|hall ever be brought into conflict upon fields 
p battle. [Applause.]

I A portion of the Norihwestern presp, pursuing the 
[crashing out" policy which Gidding*?, Wade, Greeley, 
ind others, comraenced at the openinsr of the present ses- 
lioii of Congress, have pursued Mr.' Campbell, of Oliio, 
6 nd itiisrepresented his coarse, with a bitterness of feeling 
aufaecoming civilixed men. We know of no offence. 
Wiich this gentleman has committed, unles.'; it be that, in 
lis House of Representatives, he dared to assert, in a 
roice which rang throughout the remotest parts of that 
Hall and its ample galleries, "Jam an American.'" The 
fnore recent asaaclts upon this gentleman origuinted with 
lie Cinciniuiti Gazette, the Ohio State Journal^ and the To- 
ledo Blade, These papers are edited hy Rlessrs.Schouler 
ind Foilett, wtio, it is said, bartered away the honor of 
Oiiio for a. chance to pocket the profits of the )lou.«c priiit-

''ANTECEDENTS'' ON THE SLAYERY QUESTION, 



SepfemJber, 1844.— -Mr. Campl)ell (being tlien 

a caudidate for Congress iu Ohio) published in 

the papers of his dtatriet a lei;ter ia reference to 

oiaveryi m wai^a ne sa.ia t 

Havinj^ been born and reared in the valley of the 
Miauii, I have, naturally, frora boyhood, looked upoit 
Slaver; as a blight, brijigir.g in its, tram great moral and 
political evils. AitUougrh not favorable to the course pur- 
%avA by the Aboiitiouists or I.ni>erty party, and opposed 
to eve) y mea'^ure wiiieh would violate the cotnproniises 
of ouT foretaihers iii the adoption of the Constitution, still 
I siialt resist every new scheme proposed lo add strength 
or power to the evil." ***** 

'* I am sali.-ified with our Union m 'U i<!, and tru^,t I shall 
ever be found, iu jirosperity or adversitv, it.s true and 
stead fa.st friend — in favof of i^ucb lej,'i,siatiou as will ■pro- 
tect all it.1 interests — sustain its honw — vromole llie happiness 
of our j?(!o/.)is— and render us, as no doubt the God of Na- 
t'uiie designed wi> should be, at all times, whether in peace 
or in war, independent of all the nations of the Enrih." 

October^ 1818. — Mr. Campbell was elected to 
Cougres3, and, during the canvass, opposed the 
farther extension of Slavery. On the 19th of 
February, 18-50, he made his first speech in the 
House of Representatives. After diacusslng 
tlie question elaborately, he closed as follows : 

"I have sJiowii some of the reasons why I am in favor 
of the Proviso of the Ordinance of '87. I desisned going 
at iorRc into an exhibition of its practical eilectsi. F'or 
waot of time, 1 will relate incidents which are calculated 
to impres.-j thc-n upon the mirid. 

•'f have a constituent who has been an eye-witness to 
the r.apid proaress of tlial Territory to which our Revolu- 
tionary fathers first applied it. Me is a native of the 'Old 
Dominion,^ and at the ag^e of sixteen ibutrht in the baltles 
Of Kntavv, of Cumdeii, and of Guilford Coiirl-House. The 
Northwest Territory Was then a vast, unbroken wilder-' 
ness, uninhabited save by the savaae and the wild beast. 
No keel had ruffled the smooth surface other mag-niticent 
lake.-i and rivers-'. H--'r boundless forests were uiitouchiMl 
by the woodman; The sod of her vast prairies was un- 
broken by the agru'ulturistl Fn l7o7, it was decreed that 
this soil should never be polluted by the foot of Slavery! 
In t7.--f). he left his friencb-, and, with his riilc upon his 
nhoulder, cast his de-tiny there. In that year, hi tann;ht, 
in a io^f cabin on the banks of t ^e beau'iful Ohio, ihesi'c- 
on4 school nf the Noi thiaestern Territory. Subsequently, he 
aided to 'carry up the corner' of tiif tirst lou: cabin, where 
now stands the ^reat city of C".ncinnati ! In bSO'2^ he was 
R member of iho Couvemion vvhich framed the Constitu- 



tion of Ohio, and aided in embodying in it the clause in- 
hibiting Slavery. Sir, that man still lives to witness its 
I'ruits. Four millions of freemen are iiupnv therewith 
no fears of insurreclionu to trouble them in the stillness 
of the night — the lamentfilion.*; of no slave to disturb their 
repose. Insiea'l oi thfc single hut, surroundfd by savage?, 
thousands of colleges, academie.*, churches, aiid schiwi- 
houses, adorn the sand, and tens of thousands' of niPfry 
children anninVe. in them ih.ose i:aprcs5i$n5 wiaivtn vvili 
make them useful to tiieir country, and prepajre their souls 
for eternity. Sir, f relate "this to ch«iienge gentlemen lo 
point me m. the history of all, the world to any couritry, iii 
any aqie, where, in the lifetime <if one rnan, such pro2re« 
has been made, and f ;r the ^nirpo-se of pointing to these 
monuments there erected fo the p'nrioiisni, wisflom. and 
sagacity of those v/ho formed the old-Cositinental Con- 
gress of 1774 ! That individual, although aged, still lives, 
and is still phyaicaily able to protect the family of a na- 
tive of that soil who i.s absent from his home to ur."?, us 
a solemn duty, the passage of the same provisioit for ths 
Territories which onr posterity must occupy. 

"Before high HeaveiK let me say, thai ditliji, jeg^ullns 
of eonseqaences, vvdl \ik discharged.' That person will 
urge upon all to keep ap the lights of Liberty enkindled 
by our t'athers; that , we may fje direct'^d by them in tlirt 
advancement of mjasuros which will secure the hiahest 
de^^ree of perfection of which man in his fallen concliiion 
is sujjceptible in this life ; and when ' its fitful dream is 
over,' a place in that land where sorrows and oppveasious 
never corne." 

August \2tk, 1852. — In the House of Rep- 
resentatives, Mr. Campbell defended General 
Scott's principles as a Whig, and in the course 
of his speech again opposed the introd?iction of 
Slavery into the Territories. He closed ; 

"Let others do as they maj', sir; for my own part, I 
have long been enlisted in 'liis canse— -a soldier not for 
diree months, nor six months, nor 'for the war' alone, 
but for life; and my greatest aim shall be so to press on, 
that when my battles are all over in this world, it may bs 
written of me. politically at least— 

" Faithful found 
Among the faithless. * * * # 
* yj. * * * * -'Unmoved. 
Unshaken, unseduced, unterrified. 
His loyally he kept, l is love, his zeal; 
Nor number nor ex.-unple with him wi-ought 
To swerve trom truth, or cliange his constant mind."'

December IWh, 1854.— -Mr. Campbell again 
replied to the speech of Mr. Stephens, of Geor- 
gia, in the Honse of Representatlvtis, on the 
repeal of the Missonri Compromige, and the 
causes of the defeat of the Administration can- 
didates for Ooiigresa in ihe free States. He 
closed hxi^ speech as follows : 

"It cast from /I f'^^'i places of trust and from low ones — 
from ilie foreign court and from the village post otiiee — 
men, ' honest, capable, and faithful,' who dared, iu defi- 
ance of ii« dictation, to exercise, inaepoiidentiy,'the sov- 
creiiin rights of Annjrican freemen ; and appointed, in 
tlieir stead, those wlio were neither Sited, hy hjrih, hy ed- 
uoation, nor by other high qualities of manhood, to htl the 
8i;itions: 

"II repealed the IVIii"ouri Compromise. Yes, sir, it tore 
from the recor.l that great act of our futhers, rendered sa- 
cred, us it had bc-.n, to the people of the ISorih and of the 
^'Outii, !)y the .gr('!u cause oioiir IS'alicnal Unian^ in which 
II. originateil, and the long ac(iuiesci-nce of all the States, 
hiia^; reopiMied, ii\ viohilion o;' it ■< solemn vows, the ' btecd- 
lug woiiiuls ' which the ' bciilsng measures' of l.-J-GO were 
Ossigncd to care. It \vm tiirowu wide open the siiucea, of 



sectionai strite, as the late elections and thia discussion 
fully prtive, 

"I tepeat it, sir, in no spirit of personal unkindi!es,s to 
its members, this Admiaislratjon lu>s f^lltr'n — 'fallen like 
Lucifer!' The unerring pen of }li?.tory will record, in 
small space, an account of il« worke and its schieve- 
rntnits; It npeakd ih« MiMOtiri Vcor.jnomisc — it struck at the 
Kiioiv Nothings, not knowtjig vherc. io sitikc. — it caplured 
Grcytown! and iveni doivn : 

" 'Like the snow-flake on the river, 
A moment white — then gone torever.' 

"Looking at its incoming, its condition, and its ap- 
proaching inevitable outgoing, I repeal, 'more in pity than 
in anger,' the words of the poet: 

How a- e the mighty fallen! 

And by the people's hand! Low lie the proud ! 
And suiiltcji with ihe weapon.s of tiis poor — 
TiiEixi TALK IS TOLi) ; i.uid for that they were rich, 
And robbed the poor ; and for ;hal they were .stroH.g, 
And scourged the weak; and foi- that tbey made laws 
Which turned the sweat of labor's brow to blood-— 

FOK THICSE, THEIR SISS, TltE TJATiOS,' CASTS THEM Oi;X.' " 

February 2Sih, 1855.— Mr. Campbell agaia 
replied to Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, on the 
question of excluding Slavery from Territories, 
and concluded his remarks as follows : 

"Mr. Chairman, thin controversy Is closed, at least for 
the present- I leave it as 1 entered it—with no personal 
feeling of unkindness towards the genileman from Geor- 
gia, [Mr. Stephens,] or any other member on litis floor, I 
am lirmiy, resolutely determined in the future, as I have 
been in the past, to oppose the tjxtension of Slavery ; but 
I seek no conspicxions position in any striiggie. A few 
more short days., and we sepiirate— many of us to meet 
no more on this side of Jordan. Before another C(.ngre8s 
convenes, my mof'.al remains may sleep under the shade 
of my native Buckeye, and I desire we should part in 
peace, if life 15 spared me, however, I shall return to 
ihssi: scenes of %'t:^Gy v.t sbediejiee- 10 t he tJec^ss o; . tiis 
people. I ffhall come to respect the liielings and opinions 
of otters, yet determined to deliSiid my own principles 
and the rights of my constituents, under all circdnistance{»j 
and at ail ^lazardsl And, sii I believe there will be 
nnmy others from the wildwood of the free torests, each, 
of whom will come- here with his 'live smooth stoiie^ 
gathered from the brook,' ready to defend the right. 
Should I stand alone, believing that my position on this 
subject is founded upon the immntable principles of Go^'s 
jusUcc, I shall ndr )>e di.5:mayed when the wild storm ^ay- 
rage in these Hails." Planting myself firmly apKiSc-r-thA 
pTinciptes of laheriy smd Truth and National honor, as 
proclaimed hf ihe founders of the Republic, if Ihe Phiiis 
tines gather arou:>d in battle array, { v/ill draw my feeble 
blade, and bid deliance iu the language of ihe gallnrti Fiiz 
James, when surroanded by the clan Qi Rot'erick : 

Ccme one, come all— this rock shall iiy , , 
B'tom its firm base, as sCfOn as 1 ! ' " 

December liJi, 1855. — Congress convfiiifed on 
the 3d. Mr. Campbell was voted for as a can- 
didate for Speaker, for five days, and withdrew 
from the canvass on the 1th, when his vote was 
more than six times as , great as that of any 
other Anti-Nebraska candidate, making the fol- 
iowing speech : 

"Mr. Clerk, I ask the indulgence of the Honse until I 
can remove one of the obstacles lo our organi'/.ation. The 
country is looking on cur proceedings witli deep uiixicty, 
and every meml>er is ready lo acknowledge the import- 
ance of a speedy organization. We have now been vo- 
ting five days ; twenty-three votes have been taken. I 
finil, through the partiality of friends, that I have p-ceived, 
in six of those- voie.s.a higher number than any ofiier can- 
didate belore the House; and in all the votes, n gieatcr 
inimbcr than any other candidate of Uie opposition to the 
Administration. Yet, sir. it is obvious to me that it is im- 
possible for my friends to succeed, lot/tJA T can prrform 
one. of three conditions: to repudiate viy tvdl-hwtvn princi- 
ples in rtfarnce to Slavnj ; tny views on Amfricani^m : or, 
itc some nmij, direrily or indb^clb/, to make p!K!;j;es unth re- 
linrd to the Jorr?iin'j; of c:jrn>nit;t:'..s, v;hich unll amount to a 
snr.rijicc of niyi sdf-TCspi ct. and make me, in viy opinion, a 
fit chjtel for public contempt! 



" Under these circamstancesj and feeling that the inter- 
est« of the country require an organization, and rogrardiiiff 
thase ister<3Sts m paramount to eve nj otiier cnnsideration, 1 
vrithdraw my name from thfe'^nuvass. And in taking my 
»eat, i d^isire to feturii lO the friends who have siiovvn so 
much (idiiiity to me my eincer's jjratitude, and my thanks 
to my political opponents wha have given, me evidences 
of tlitiir personal regard. My name is withdrawn.'' 

December 2\si, 1655.— Before a Speaker was 
eleetefi, a discussion arose on the principles of 
the Kansas-NebraaUa act. 

Extract from the Congressional Globe. 

»' Mr. JOiN lit?, i want to ask my friend from Ohio [Mr. 
CAaiPSEXt.} wnether, if the people of iIjb Teratory oi" Mit - 
nesota came here, and, through their Delegate, a*k him 
to aUow therxs to have the privilege of having Slavery or 
not, as tUev please, he wiU vo.e for that?

January Wh^ 1856. — Hon. Joshua R. Oid- 
dinga (Mr. lOampbell's colleague) having writ- 
ten a fetter for publicatfc« in the Ashtabula 
Beniir^l, reflectiag upon the c^jtiras^ of Mr. 
Campbell daring the election of a Speaker, 
Mr. G. addressed the House on the snBjecfc <?f 
newspaper misrepresentationsj. "Ihe following 
is an extract frona his speech : 

" Wese I to undertake to correct all the misrepresenta- 
tions that have been rnade through the ne\Yspaper press 
in reference to my course during the last few months, it 
would tak<s perhapa a eek of the valuable time of this 
body. I recollect ,that during the last, summer — and I 
speak of it now in the hearing of one of the editors of the 
paper, who^ AS ah ex-member of Congress, is enlitied to 
the priviie)?e3 of tlie IJalt— I was denounced in the Diew 
Yofk Tribune, as being in the city of Philadelphia, endeav- 
criiig te s«U out the Northern portion of the American 
oarty to the ^ slave oliga,cchy ' of the South. 
* 'The tPiith of the matter is simply this: that at that very- 
tints I could not Irave been in the city of Phiiadcilphia,- 
unless i had beefi sent by ibis new syBtem of telegraph 
which the gentl^-iiian from New Jersey [Mr. Pennington'] 
has spoken of, in ilis morjiing froin my home on the Miami, 
add returned agaih in time for my dinner. In rfiference 
to. the Gharge of being a ' doughface,' ihathas been herald- 
ed through that prei58 and others, to ray constituent.s, and 
all over the country, I have simply to sny, without ihteud- 
iiVglo use deriuuciatory language, or any expressions of 
unkihdneas to tho->e editors, that there is not one syllable 
of iruth in this charg'e. I have uniformly, since I have 
been conuectedi,wllh politics, talren thepojdtion that iJomer 
is conferred upon Congress by (he Constituiion to exclude 
Slavery from the Territories, and I have contefidid that it is 
expedient fa exercise ihdt poioer. I have foftght the battle 
before the people upon that principle, and I appeal to gen- 
tlemen from every section of this country to say v.'hether 
I hav^ not, in my poor feeble way^ fought the battle here; 
and I. challenae aU the ^ibunr^, and all the newspapers, 
and ail im kiitr-witf rs, and ail the outsiders, and tlierest of 
mankind, to prove iiidt l ever utUred, tithtt in writings or 
of oily, publicly or ; rivately, here or elsewhere, anything w»- 
eonsislent with that position.'^ * * * * .

Behold its glorittifs stripes and stars!'*
